Jearn’ ‘that ong man 
survived. after uodergoing fenrfal privations ° 
and hardships. That man arrived to Hongkong 
from Shanghai yesterday morning, a 
Tho as, Finabury arrived here from Hamburg 
in September.. On the voyage ont, it appears, 
some of the crew did rot.“ bit it off” with the 
skipper; some of themen asked to. be paid off 
at Hongkong, ‘The captain paid off five Haro- 
pans and one‘( hinoss. The Europeans having 
beenbaly dn the vassal for five weeks or 50, and 
haring drawn.on advance in Hamburg. whon 
‘they shipped, had not enough money coming to 
them to pay « month's board at the Sailor’ 
Home.. Chinese wore abipped in theiy place, 
The: steamer left Hongkong on the lit, 
September. "On the morning of the 2lst tno 
vessel was badly canght in the typhoon, The 
wind blew with “terrific force, and tremen- 
dous mountains of water waahed over the vessel.
